Examiner Comment 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Shimoe (US 2002/0193775 now US 6,905,565) is considered relevant to applicant's 
disclosure. As seen in Figures 2-4, Shimoe discloses a process for attaching continuous elastic 
members associated with leg openings to a disposable sanitary article product comprising the 
steps of feeding a continuous web coated with an adhesive agent to form first and second 
adhesive zones continuously extending in a longitudinal direction of the web; feeding first and 
second elastic members associated with the leg openings continuously extending in the 
longitudinal direction such that the elastic "members extend across the first and second zones to 
describe a pair of continuous waveforms in a relationship of lateral symmetry whereby the 
sections of the first and second elastic members which are convexly inward and outward 
transversely beyond the first and second adhesive zones contract to be converged substantially 
into single bundles, i.e. more than one elastic member is applied for each of the first and second 
elastic members, so as to move toward first and second adhesive zones and are secured to the 
continuous web.
